LONDON, Jan. 31.—Reliable evi- 
dence has emerged to indicate that 
President Roosevelt will propose 
to Premier Stalin at the Big Three 
conference a compromise settle- 
ment of the Russian-Polish con- 
flict in which the key figure is 
likely to be former Polish Premier 
Stanislaw Mikolajczyk. 

The details of the compromise 
are not clear, but it would prob- 
ably involve: 

1. The removal of both the 


extremist London and Lublin 
Polish governments from the 
picture and the formation of a 
new coalition government on a 
broader base, including Com- 
munists, to deal with Russia on 
realistic terms. 


2. The creation of some kind 
of inter-Allied council to assist 
and advise this govefriment, at 
least until Poland is strong 
enough to stand on its own feet 
after the ravages of war and is 
able to hold ‘ustionig 

3. Some relaxation of Russian 
territorial demands, which 
almost every Pole except the 
personnel of the Moscow-spon- 
sored Lublin administration con- 
siders extreme. But the empha- 
sis would be on Poland’s politi- 
cal sovereignty rather than on 
any major deviation from the 
boundary lines which Moscow 
already presumes to consider 
drawn. In other words, Stalin 
would politely be “called” on his 
statement that one of his prin- 
cipal desires was the establish- 
ment of a “strong independent 
Poland.” 

4. A liberal territorial settie- 
ment for Poland in the west at 
Germany's expense, including 
East Prussia, and, on certain 
conditions, the strip up to the 
Oder and, possibly, even part of 
Upper Silesia.

was found dead in his home 
shortly after noon with his throat 
slashed. The coroner’ reported 
he apparently died about mid- 
night last night. Dr. Clendening 
was 60 years old. 

The body was sprawled across 
a bed in the Clendening home in 
the fashionable Country Club dis- 
trict of southwest Kansas City. 

The doctor's column, long syn- 
dicated nationally, was sometimes 
captioned “Diet and Health.” To-

Mrs. La Coste said she fell at 
the front door of the home and 
stumbled out into the snow-filled 
vard, She was badly burned on 
both arms. Firemen later found 
the remains of the two cribs and 
the bodies of the babies at the 
door entrance.

HITLER IS DEFIANT 
AMID DARKENING 
QUTLOOK IN REICH

LONDON, Jan. 31 (AP). — As 
Adolf Hitler in a gloomy, but de- 
fiant 20-minute radio broadcast 
tolde the world that Germany 
would fight until] totally destroyed, 
other German statements and 
continental reports drew a dark- 
ening picture of conditions in the 


sorely beset Reich. 

The Fuehrer, declaring a “ter- 
rible fate is overtaking the 
East.” said there was no course 
for the Reich but to “fight on no 
matter where and no matter un- 
der what circumstances until final 
victory crowns our efforts.” 

Hitler’s appeal was answered by 
the German people with steadfast 
silence, said a writer in Der Bund 
of Bern, Switzerland. 

“The people keep silent and 
thereby manifest their longing for 
peace, no matter what the price,” 
this observer said. He asserted 
revolt in Germany is possible, but 
difficult because of the Gestapo.

the Russian armies had driven 
withm 58 and 62 miles of the 
German capital. The Ger- 
mans declared fierce armored 
battles were raging on the 
snow-drifted front within 20 
miles of the Oder River, last 
natural obstacle before the 
Soviet troops on the ap- 


proaches to Berlin. 

In a secod order of the day, 
Stalin announced the capture of 
Friedland, 25 miles southeast of 
Konigsberg, and Heilsberg, an- 
other road and rail junction 37 
miles south of the nearly-sur- 
rounded East Prussian capital. 


Landsberg, great rail and road 
hub on the Berlin-Danzig rail line, 
was conquered along with the 
strong points of Meseritz, Schwie- 
bus and Zullichau to the south- 
east as Marshal Gregory Zhukov's 
forces broke through the German 
defense guarding Frankfurt on 
the Oder, 39 miles from Berlin. 

Nazi broadcasts said Zhukov's 
First White Russian Army troops 
had reached Soldin, 58 miles north- 
east of Berlin's city limits, and 
Zielenzig, 35 miles to the south 
and 62 miles due east of Germa- 
ny’s capital.

He was attempting to attract 
small American ships, which 
came in before today’s big landing 
convoy to take off several Amer- 
icans from a coast point. They

Crane said his “closest call” in 
nearly three years as a guerrilla 
leader came only two days ago. 
He said the Japanese had not gar- 
risoned the Subic Bay region for 
some time but a band, apparently 
sent to capture him and his two

“We heard them coming just in 
time to take to our heels,” he 
said. 

Crane, Kadel and Jones were 
among several dozen American 
officers who broke away from 
the “March of Death.” “Many 
more might have escaped,” Crane 
said, “had they realized how loyal 
and helpful the Filipinos were.” 

He added that he knew of as 
many as 150 officers who es- 
caped. Some died, he said, and 
many scattered after the Japanese

Both Moscow and Berlin com- 
mented on the bitter cold in the 
battle zone. Moscow said Soviet 
forces were sweeping straight 
ahead toward Berlin with the 
thermometer reported almost 20 
degrees below zero in Germany. 
Berlin, beset with a pressing refu- 
gee problem, said the weather on 
the eastern front was “of the un- 
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imaginable fury of a natural Ca- 
tastrophe.” 

The German radio said the se- 
vere cold, in which “our helpless 
women and children are fleeing 
the Russians,” had frozen lakes 
and streams, facilitating Russian 
crossings.

respectively 18 miles northeast 
and 14 miles northwest of 
Schneidemuhl.

The Soviet communique showed 
that Zhukov’s front in northeast- 
ern Germany had been extended 
to a width of 160 miles. 

Konigsberg Encircled. 

In East Prussia, the Russian 
communique indicated, Konigs- 
berg had been encircled. Met- 
gethen, three miles west, and 
Heyde-Waldburg, five miles south- 
west, as well as Friediand and 
Hellberg, had been captured. The 
Russians claimed that German

Russian successes in East Prus- 
sia included the capture of the 
fortress city of Marienwerder, on 
the Vistula estuary, 34 miles 
southwest of Elbing.

AMERICAN TROOPS 


Tell Landing Forces They 
Have Taken Over 
Towns, Airfields and 
No Japs Are in Area.

ON ZAMBALES COAST 
BEACHHEAD, Luzon, Jan. 29 (De- 
layed) (AP).—United States flags 
already were flying on the beach 
when American troops swarmed 


ashore here today in a new land- 
ing on Luzon island, 

The flags flew from staffs 
planted in the sand by Filipinos, 
who waved welcomes to the Elev- 
enth Corps of the Eighth Army, 

There was not a Japanese to 
resist, on the ground or in the air. 
The troops simply waded ashore 
from their landing craft and took 
up the advance on Subic Bay and 
the “corridor to Bataan.” 

The Yanks quickly established 
three beachheads and moved in- 
land, still meeting no resistance. 

The landings were 21 miles from 
the Olongapo prewar American 
Navy station on Subic Bay, one 
of the objectives of the inland 
push, and 18 miles from the north 
end of Bataan peninsula. 

150 Ships in Convoy. 

Canoes of Filipinos, bringing out 
word that there were no Japanese 
in the area, were the only other 
craft in sight as the 150-ship con- 
voy steamed into position for the 
landing. 

There was a derelict Japanese 
tanker wrecked on the beach. Not 
an enemy plane had bothered the 
convoy in its journey. 

The happy Filipinos continued to 
surround the troops as they began 
the march inland, 

After a destroyer had picked up 
the first grinning Filipino guer- 
rilla from a canoe at 7 a. m., the 
word was passed over the flag- 
ship’s announcer: “All towns are 
in friendly hands, with flags fly- 
ing.” 

A Gestroyer close to the beach 
signaled shortly afterward: “We 
can now see an American flag fly- 
ing from a pole in La Paz,” 

The landing was in an area 
where a highway runs north and 
south along the coast. It is about 
70 miles south of Lingayen Gulf, 
where the original landing was 
made Jan, 9. 

At San Antonio, the southern 
end of the beachhead, the highway 
turns inland. American control of 
this highway would seal off 
Bataan Peninsula. 

The northernmost landing is 
north of the Santo Tomas River 
mouth and assured control of a 
long bridge across the river, 

No Garrison in Area, 

Barefoot Filipinos who brought 
word from the shore were Au- 
rello Tadena of San Narcisco, for- 
mer internal revenue agent and 
guerrilla lieutenant, and Telesforo 
Tampleo and Conrado Manglico- 
mot, both former United States 
Navy sailors. 

Tadena said the guerrillas took 
over the San Marcelino airdrome, 
10 miles inland, three days ago, 
running up the American flag. 
He said flags had been up about 
a week in Subic bay towns, 

Tampleo said 300 Japanese 
passed southward two weeks ago 
and at one town a Filipino woman 
was killed when Japanese sol- 
diers fired in the streets for no 
apparent reason, He declared no 
Japanese forces had been sta- 
tioned in the area since 1942. 

This was the first convoy car- 
rying a major American force in 
Philippine waters, since the orig- 
ina] landing on Leyte more than 
three months ago, to reach its 
destination without being. at- 
tacked.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 31 (AP).— 
In rapid order the House today 
rejected controversial anti-closed- 


shop and fair employment prac- 
tices amendments to pending man- 
power utilization legislation. 

The anti-closed shop amendment 
was snowed under by a teller vote 
of 178 to 142, The teller count is 
subject to a possible roll call later. 

A standing vote of 148 to 113 
defeated an amendment to give 
statutory backing to the program 
of the President’s Fair Employ- 
ment Practices Committee set up 
to discourage discrimination in 
employment because of race, creed 
or color. It would have denied 
essential rating and access to 
manpower to ciolators. 

The defeat of the two amend- 
ments removed virtually all the 
controversy from the legislation, 
designed to require men between 
18 and 45 to work in essential 
jobs under threat of induction, 
fine or imprisonment. 

The anti-closed-shop amendment, 
offered by Representative Wads- 
worth, (Rep.), New York, provided 
that no man taking a job in ac- 
cordance with the bill’s provision 
should be required, as a condition 
of employment, to join a union. 

It would have permitted a man 
assigned to a closed shop to go 
there without joining a union. It 
further stipulated that the pend- 
ing legislation should not interfere 
with existing wage, hour and col- 
lective bargaining laws. : 

The vote against the amend- 
ments followed a plea by Speaker 
Rayburn to pass the legislation in 
its present form. 

The Speaker told the House he 
believed there were 100 votes 
against passage of the bill in any 
form, and said he thought from 
50 to 75 additional votes of opposi- 
tion would be assured by adop- 
tion of the labor amendment and 
the FEPC proposal. That, he 
added, amountéd to enough to kill 
the bill. 

Recalling that some members 
had questioned the necessity of 
any legislation, Rayburn said that 
only a short time before the 
Japanese attacked Pearl Harbor 
many Congressmen did not be- 
lieve it was necessary to extend 
the draft act. Fortunately, he 
added, they did not prevail, 

“If you want a bill,” he told 
the House, “you'd better vote 
down all amendments.” 

The Speaker expressly opposed 
a substitute bill offered by Rep- 
resentative Harness (Rep.), In- 
diana, to provide for voluntary 
recruiting of manpower. The 
Harness proposal, he said, was “a 
pious appeal for people to do 
what they have already been ap- 
pealed to to do.”

UNIVERSITY CITY VOTES 
FRANCHISE TO 3 UTILITIES 


Twenty-year franchises to three 
public utility companies were ap- 
proved by University City voters 
in a special election yesterday. A 
total of approximately 620 votes 
was cast on each of three pro- 
posals, 

City officials estimate that the 
franchises will produce between 
$16,000 and $18,000 in additional 
revenue yearly, since the utilities, 
although they have operated in 
University City for nearly 50 years, 
have never previously paid taxes 
to the city. The utilities aré the 
St. Louis County Water Co., the 
St. Louls County Gas Co. and the 
Union Electric Co, of Missouri. 

Franchises are _ retroactive to 
last Dec. 20, when the Board of 
Aldermen adopted ordinances 
granting the companies license to 
operate, subject to yesterday's 
election. Previously the companies 
had operated under franchises is- 
sued in 1897 by the St. Louis 
County Court. 

Under terms of the franchise, 
the water and electric companies 
will pay the city two per cent of 
gross proceeds in annual revenue, 
the gas company $30 for each 
mile of gas main within the city. 
The Southwestern Bell Telephone 
Co., only other utility operating 
in University City, through an 
agreement with the city, pays a 
tax of 50 cents per telephone.

COLDEST JANUARY 
SINCE 1940, ALSO 
ONE OF GLOOMIEST 


Mean Temperature of 29.2, 
Sunshine for Three Months 
13 Points Below Normal 


St. Louls says “Good riddance!” 
today to the coldest January since 
1940, and one of the gloomiest 
three-month periods ever experi- 
enced here. 


The mercury dipped to 9 de- 
grees again this morning, an icy 
farewell from a month which 
never t#eated the chilled populace 
to any temperature higher than 
51 degrees. The persistent cold, 
which reached its worst with a 
reading of one-tenth of a degree 
below zero on Jan. 9, gave the 
month a mean temperature—mean 
is right—of 29.2 degrees, compared 
to the normal average of 31.1 de- 
grees. 


But it was In lack of sunshine 
that the current winter has proved 
most disagreeable. Sunshine in 
January averaged 43 per cent; in 
last December, 35 per cent, and in 
last November, 30 per cent, the 
three-month average of 36 being 
13 points below normal. Only the 
winter of 1906-07, with a sunshine 
average of 32.6 per cent, and that 
of 1892-93, with a reading of 33.6, 
exceeded this gloomy showing. 

January brought three moderate 
and 27 light smoke pallis. Precipi- 
tation totaled 1.02 inches, a de- 
ficiency of 1.32 inches, 

“After a low reading of about 10 
degrees tomorrow, the cold will 
begin a gradual moderation,” pre- 
Meteorologist Harry F. 
Wahlgren. “But don’t be too sure 
February will be an improvement 
over the winter months preceding 
it. We had a temperature of 18 
below zero on Feb. 13, 1905.”

Addressing the German nation 
by radio from what was described 
as his headquarters on the twelfth 
anniversary of his ascendancy to 
chancellorship, Hitler declared 
that neither the dire military sit- 
uation on the eastern front nor 
difficulties at home would make 
the Nazis capitulate. 

He spoke for 20 minutes, It 
Was a gloomy speech, but deliv- 
ered with all Hitler’s old-time 
eloquence, as he called on every 
able-bodied man and woman, and 
even the sick and infirm, to give 
all in the final battle. 

Experienced listeners said there 
seemed no doubt that it was Hit- 
ler's «voice, 


Says Reich Will Triumph. 

With Soviet armies pouring 
across the German borders into 
the provinces of Brandenburg and 
Pomerania, Hitler declared, “the 
terrible fate which is overtaking 
the east, where tens and hundreds 
of thousands of people are being 
exterminated, will be mastered by 
us eventually despite all setbacks 
and bitter trials.” 


He exhorted his people: 

“I expect, therefore, every Ger- 
man to do his duty to the very 
utmost, that every sacrifice asked 
of him will be borne by htm, I 
expect every healthy German to 
fight to the very last. I expect 
that all those who are invalids or 
who are ill or who are otherwise 
dispensable to work with all their 
energy.” 

Hitler twice asserted that God 
had given him a mission. “The 
Almighty” haved him from assas- 
sination, he declared, and he saw 
in this “confirmation of my 4as- 
signed task.” 

Seemingly taking into considera- 
tion a possible “surrender now” 
demand by the Allies, Hitler de- 
clared: 

“It is, however, not important 
that in the democracies political 
activity and lies should appear as 
allies. It is important that any 
promise given by these statesmen 
to a people is today of absolutely 
no weight since they themselves 
are no longer able to keep such a 
promise.” 


Text of Speech. 

Following is the text of Hit- 
ler’'s address as broadcast in 
English by DNB: 

“When, 12 years ago, the late 
Reichspresident Von Hindenburg 
entrusted me, as leader of the 
strongest party, Germany found 
herself in an interior position, 
faced by the same situation as 
today with regard to world pol- 
itics. 

“After the breakdown of 1918, it 
had not been recognized that an old 
world was about to disappear and 
a new world to come, that it was 
not a question of supporting what 
had been proved to be decaying 
and rotten and of artificially pre- 
serving it, but that it was neces- 
sary to replace it by what is 
healthy. An out-of-date social or- 
der was broken, any attempt to 
preserve it was bound to be in 
vain, It!was, therefore, not dif- 
ferent to what it is today on a 
larger scale, when middle class 
states are condemned to annihila- 
tion and when consolidated com- 
munities of people only are able 
to withstand the greatest crisis 
Europe has passed through for 
many centuries. 

“In the midst of a gigantic eco- 
nomic, social and cultural recon- 
struction, particularly as regards 
education, National Socialism has 
equipped the German people with 
what could be converted into as- 
sets of military value. The resist- 
ing power of our nation has in- 
creased since Jan. 30, 1933, to 
such a degree that it can no 
longer be compared with former 
times. Preservation of this inner 
strength to resist, however, is the 
most reliable guarantor of final 
victory. 

“Only six years of peace have 
been granted to us since Jan. 30, 
1933, a gigantic amount of work 
has been accomplished in these 
six years and still more had been 
planned, The most decisive fac- 
tor, however, was that in these six 
“ years we succeeded, with super- 
human efforts, in giving to the 
German people, as regards the 
, military sphere, a healthy basis, 
which means not equipping it 
above everything else with mate- 
rial strength but filling it with 
the spiritual will of self-preserva- 
tion, 


‘Terrible F ate’ in East. 


“The terrible fate which today 
is overtaking the east, where tens 
and hundreds of thousands of peo- 
ple are beig exterminated, will be 
mastered by us eventually despite 
all setbacks and bitter trials. 
this is at all possible, it is so only 
because since 1933 the German 
people has changed completely in- 
wardly. 

“Long before National Socialism 
had come into power, a bitter 
fight was raging already against 
the Jews and Bolshevism. If this 
Bolshevism failed to overrun Eu- 
rope in 1919-20 the reason was that 
Bolshevism was too weak and in- 
sufficiently armed. The attempt 
to eliminate Poland was not aban- 
doned out of pity for Poland but 
on account of the lost battle at 
Warsaw. Its intention to annihi- 
late Hungary was not carried out 
not because the intention changed,

“In this struggle there exists 
therefore for us only one com- 
mand: He who fights honorably 
can save his own life as well as 
that of those dear to him, Any- 
one who stabs the nation like a 
coward in the back will die a dis- 
graceful death under any circum- 
stances. 

“If Europe today is attacked by 
serious illness, the states affected 
by it will either overcome it with 
their utmost strength or will per- 
ish. 

“Asan unrelenting National 
Socialist and fighter for my peo- 
ple I should like at this hour, 
once for all, to repeat that any 
attempt to influence National So- 
cialist Germany by means of 
phrases such as Wilson used 
shows a naivete which present day 
Germany does not know. 

“A few months or weeks ago 
Allied statesmen openly _pro- 
claimed Germany’s fate. All the 
newspapers admonished them to 
be wiser and to promise something 
even if they did not intend to keep 
the promise. 

“It is, however, not important 
that in the democracies political 
activity and lies should appear as 
allies. It is important that any 
promise given by these statesmen 
to a people is today of absolutely 
no weight since they themselves 
are no longer able to keep such a 
promise. 

“I repeat my prophecy that 
England not only will be in no 
position to curb Bolshevism but 
her own development will of 
necessity be more and more af- 
fected by this process of dissolu- 
tion, All those small European 
nations which, relying on Allied 
promises, have capitulated, are 
facing complete extermination. 
Whether this fate will overtake 
them somewhat sooner or later is 
of no importance whatsoever. 

“Tactical considerations alone 
induce the Jews of the Kremlin to 
let their method of procedure be 
more brutal in one instance and 
less so in another. The end will 
always be the same. 


Not Germany’s Fate. 

“This fate, however, will not be 
that of Germany. 

“Whatever our adversaries may 
devise, whatever asyffering they 
may cause to German cities, prov- 
inces and, above all, to our people; 
all this is nothing compared with 
the incorrigible misery and mis- 
fortune which would come to us 
if ever the plutocratic-Bolshevist 
plot were to be victorious. 

“On the twelfth anniversary of 
our taking over power, it is there- 
fore absolutely necessary’ to 
harden in determination, to fight 
wherever and under whatever con- 
ditions, until finally victory crowns 
our efforts, 

“T should not like to leave the 
slightest doubt regarding some- 
thing else: my present-day life is 
exclusively determined by my 
duties. Collectively, one duty re- 
sults: to work and fight for my 
people, Of this duty I can be re- 
leased only by Him who has en- 
trusted me with it. It rested with 
Providence to extinguish my life 
and thereby end my lifework by 
the bomb which July 20 exploded 
one and one-half meters away 
from me.

Missouri Valley Setup Would Include Mis- 
sissippi Tributaries Above Cairo, TVA 
Would Cover Downstream Areas. 


REATION of eight regional 
C nessee Valley Authority was 
Rankin (Dem.), Mississippi.

The bill would give the present 
TVA authority over “the drainage 
basins of the Tennessee and Cum- 
berland Rivers, of the rivers flow- 
ing into the Mississippi River be- 
low Cairo, Ill., from the east, and 
of the rivers flowing into the Gulf 
of Mexico east of the, Mississippi 
River except the rivers below the 
basin of the Suwanee River.”

1. The Atlantic Seaboard for the 
drainage basins of the rivers 
flowing into the Atlantic and of 
the rivers flowing into the Gulf 
of Mexico, from the east, below 
the basin of the Suwanee River.

MANY FREED FROM NAZI CAMP 
FOR DEFENDERS OF WARSAW 


Moscow Broadcast Says Gestapo 
and Home Army Tortured Pris- 
oners at Pruskowe. 


LONDON, Jan. 31 (AP).—The 

Moscow radio, quoting a press dis- 
said today that a “large 
number” of prisoners had been 
freed from the Pruskowe concen- 
tration camp, “established by the 
Germans when they smashed the 
Warsaw uprising last year.” 
“Between 2000 and 15,000 War- 
saw people” were packed daily into 
the camp, said the dispatch, and 
some days as many as 70,000 were 
herded in. Many were tortured 
“by the Gestapo and certain mem- 
bers of the home army.” 
Late last fall “most of the pris- 
oners died or were carried out to 
Germany, but the camp was soon 
filled again as a result of mass 
raids by the Gestapo.”

4-Story Garage Under a City Block 


Notable Example for St. Louis of What Can 
Be Done in Planning for a Subsurface 
Service on Riverfront Jefferson Memorial

N advocating a publicly owned parking garage, to be built be- 
neath the surface of the riverfront Jefferson Memorial, the Jef- 
ferson National-Expansion Memorial Association has a notable 
modern example for comparative purposes, 


This is the Union Square 


Garage, a busy four-story structure underneath a park in the heart 


of San Francisco. 


St. Louis, it has been widely 
agreed, needs both the develop- 
ment of the riverfront and the in- 
stallation there of a big parking 
place to protect business and 
property values downtown. There 
is a dual emphasis—consumma- 
tion of the memorial plan as a 
point of national historical im- 
portance and incidental establish- 
ment of the garage for the preser- 
vation of the city’s core. The as- 
sociation, working with the offi- 
cial United States Territorial Ex- 
pansion Memorial Commission, 
has announced plans for an ar- 
chitectural competition for a 21- 
million-dollar memorial, for post- 
war construction. 


San Francisco Problem. 

San Francisco had much the 
same problem as _ St. 
threatened decentralization 
business, heavy motor traffic, 
rather narrow streets and inade- 
quate parking areas. While St. 
Louis is considering a garage on 
the riverfront, on the decayed 
fringe of downtown, because of 
the anticipated change in urban 
trend and the proposed new high- 
way connections to Third street, 
San Francisco concluded its prob- 
lem could best be solved by one 
in Union Square. 

This is a city park covering a 
block, bounded by Post, Powell, 
Stockton and Geary streets. The 
St. Francis Hotel faces it. It 
is north of Market street and near 
the outer edge of the retail zone, 
on the southeast. slope of Nob 
Hill. If St. Louis had reason to 
build its garage under Lucas 
Gardens, back of Central Library, 
the two sites would be analagous. 

In 1940 the park subsurface was 
leased to Union Square Garage, 
Inc., the common stock of which 
is owned by the City and County 
of San Francisco, a nonprofit con- 
cern which will turn the property 


over to the municipality after the 


investment is paid off out of gar- 
age revenue. The work cost $1,- 
500,000, of which $850,000 was ob- 
tained through a Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation loan, the bal- 
ance through citizen subscriptions, 

The sleepy old park, bordered 
with palm trees, was torn up, a 
hole 48 feet deep was dug, a house 
of concrete and steel was built in 
the hole and a modern park laid 
out on top. The old monument to 
Adm, Dewey, a white shaft, was 
restored as the central feature. 
Broad grass and flower plots were 
created over the garage roof, wide 
walks built, tall new trees planted, 
and more benches for visitors pro- 
vided than before. Ground was 
broken in the prewar spring of 
1941 and the garage, with 17 r 
capacity, opened in the summer of

How Garage Works. 

Each street around Union Square 
was widened on the park side by 
the extent of one traffic lane, re- 
served for use in and out of the 
garage, which has an entrance in 
the middle of the block on each 
street. Thus garage traffic can 
avoid left turns and keep out of 
the way of through traffic. A 
tunnel leads to the St. Francis 
Hotel, 

Ramps connect the entrances 
and the four floors, but the public 
is admitted only to the top floor, 
largely devoted to car checking 
and delivery, offices and service 
departments for gasoline and oil, 
car washing and minor repairs. 

Parking attendants slide down- 
stairs, like firemen, on poles; they 
ride up on endless-belt lifts. Photo- 
graphs show the public floor to be 
bright and shiny, with comfort- 
able seats for patrons, and potted 
plants. For employes there are 
showers and a subterranean coffee 
shop.

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Time to Investigate RFC 
When Henry Wallace the other day trged an 
examination of the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration’s affairs, he made a _ proposal that 
should be seconded by every member of Con- 


gress and every citizen, no matter where he 
stands on the Wallace-Jesse Jones issue. 


* The RFC is the country’s biggest corporation. 


Jones himself says: “It is bigger than General 
Motors and General Electric and Montgomery 
Ward and everything else put together.” It has 
48 billions in assets; it owns factories and ship- 
yards all over the country; it is the world’s larg- 
est banking organization. To quote Jones again, 
it can lend “any amount, for any length of time, 
at any rate of interest, to anybody we feel is 
entitled to the loaf.” 

Yet this gigantic agency, with its far-flung 
lending and buying subsidiaries, is subject to no 
audit by the Comptroller General's office and 
to no control over expenditures by the Budget 
Bureau, as are other Federal bureaus. 

In fact, its very make-up is complex and con- 
fusing. At the Jones hearing last week, Senator 
George spert 45 minutes in teading what he 
called a “summarized statement” on the powers 
anid duties of the RFC and its subsidiaries. The 
Citizens’ Natiorial Committee said in 1943: 

Any attempt to analyze the corporations 
fully is virtually frustrated by the scrambled 

nature of their financial control. Even a 

complete list, by name alone, is difficult to 


secure. Moreover, new eorporations appear 
suddenly and dormant ones awake overnight. 


This mystification about RFC would be in- 
tolerable even if its operations had always been 
perfectly in order, with no reason for the people 
to ask questions. Instead, many of its deals 
have been denounced as contrary to the public 
interest, even as downright seandalous. 

For example, in the RFC’s early days there 
was the $90,000,000 loan to the Dawes bank in 
Chicago, later defended by Jones. There was 
the delay in stockpiling of essential war mate- 
rials, including rubber, tin and quinine, which 
was denounced by Henry Wallace but never in- 
vestigated. There was the Shipshaw deal, where- 
by the Aluminum Co. of Canada got a $68,500, 
000 advance, without interest, to build a great 
power and aluminum plant in Canada. 

There have been other charges against RFC 
under Jones’ 13-year management: that it dis- 
criminates against small business in favor of 
big business in its lending policies, that it wor- 
ries about risks even when war neécessity calls 
for @ bold policy, that Jones regards the war as 
merely an irritating, unbusiness-like interlude. 

Why has nothing ever been dorie to find out 
about the RFC’s doings? Simply becatise Jones’ 
political power is almost as great as his economic 
power. The technique was explained by Richard 
L. Stokes in the Post-Dispatch of July 18, 1943: 

There are few Senators and Representa- 
tives who are not to some degree in his debt 
as a result of firms bailed out or war en- 
terprises set up in their constituencies. He 
never has hesitated to remind congressional 
members of their obligations to him. When 
seeking votes for RFC legislation, he has 
been heard to remark: “I was glad to take 
care of that loan you wanted for X Co.” 

Whatever else he may have neglected, 
Jones never has been guilty of overlooking 


Congress. No other personage frequents so 
assiduously the cloakrooms of both houses. 


Is it any wonder that, when an investigation 
of RFC is proposed, Jones has plenty of friends 
who rush in to stop it? This time, however, 
there are more serious issues at stake than ever 
before. How thé RFC is run, whether it be- 
comes a stimulus to ‘national prosperity or a 
treasure trove for monopolists, is important to 
every American’s future. And the first thing 
is to find out just how it has been run in the 
past. , 


An Attack on the Parking Problem 


One of the projects mentioned for the pro- 
posed riverfront renovation is « large parking 
garage, and a Post-Dispatch article yesterday 
discussed its importafice for the arresting of 
blight in the downtown area. Certainly St. Louis 
badly needs such facilities, for the difficulty of 
finding space to park is a discouragement to 
shoppers and visitors. 

In this connection, San Francisco’s remedy is 
worth considering, either for the riverfront area 
or on some other downtown site. In the business 
center of that city, a block-square park was 
forn up, a four-story uriderground garage was 
built, and the park, with its gardens, trees and 
walks, was restored. This project was financed 
by business men, and will revert to the city 
when paid for by parking fees. 

The San Francisco garage has space for 1700 
ears, while a capacity of from 3500 to 8000 is 
being discussed for the St. Louis project. The 
solution here may be different from that in San 
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ehallenge to the architects who Will compete in 
the proposed competition for a suitable river- 
front improvement design. 
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Mr. Ricketts’ MVA Study Bill 


It should not take a Missourl commission 
from now until March 31, 1946, to decide whether 
this State would benefit from creation of an 
MVA, nor should an intensively detailed piece of 
original research be necessary in order to figure 
that out. Aside from those two provisions, the 
bill introduced in the Legislature yesterday by 
Senator Claude B. Ricketts of St. Louis is ex- 
cellent. 

Such an inquiry was suggested by Gov. Don- 
nelly in his inaugural address. It is in order for 
Missouri to get the facts and figures about the 
proposed MVA, and to learn about the opera- 
tions of the TVA, which are in some respects 
its pattern. However, no such pioneering job as 
that facing the State Survey Commission, formed 
in 1929, is ahead of the new ¢roup, as Mr. 
Ricketts suggests. Miles of research on MVA 
have already been done, plenty of expert opinion 
is available and a visit to the TVA region will 
make an eye-witness appraisal readily possible. 

By all means, let Missouri have a fact-finding 
commission. But can’t the bill be amended to set 
it up on a less laborious and time-consuming 
scale? After all, many unimpetuous people have 
been convinced of the need for an MVA without 
a year or mofe of study, 
for one of the project's assets is the providing of 
postwar jobs when they are needed. 
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Bad Actors in the Congress 

Congressional consideration of the President's 
urgent request..for effective national service 
legislation continues to decline in the character 
of the matters being considered, and in the atti- 
tude that many of the leaders take. Yesterday’s 
developments furnish further examples of the 
disintegration of the legislative performance, 

Consider Charles A. Halleck, who has repre- 
sented Indiana’s Second District for a decade 
and is how chairman of the Republican Congres- 
sional Committee. There’s no need for any such 
law, he charges; the trouble was political cut- 
backs which the White House initiated during 
the last campaign, as a result of which “our 
boys at the front were sacrificed upon the altar 
of political expediency” and our boys at home 
don’t need to be told to work or fight. 

Consider the tactics some Southern Congress- 
men are using to vent their anti-labor feelings, 
through an amendment which would allow a man 
assigned to a closed shop plant to work on a 
non-ufiion basis. This would use a legislative 
fiat to interfere with the freedom of contract. 
It stands on just such a wobbly foundation as 
the counter-move of members from labor dis- 
tricts, to thrust FEPC’s permanent establishment 
into the national service bill. 

Both proposals smack of waving red rags at 
congressional bulls. They show their proposers’ 
blindness to the national importance of the big 
issue of national service. They illustrate in a 
pra¢ti¢al and almost shameful fashion the reality 
of the need for congressional reform, not only 
as to procedure but as to purpose. “It has been 
delayed much too long—as has the work-or-fight 
bill. 
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Two Ridiculous Arguments 

Lawyers representing two of the School Board 
candidates whose petitions contained fake names 
have appeared before the Election Board, and 
have offered arguments that are marvelous to 
behold. 

The statute empowering the Election Board to 
scrutinize nominating petitions does not apply 
to School Board candidates, so there is no 
authority for checking on them, one lawyer says. 
In other words, a petition might be entirely faked 
and nothing could be done about it, he thinks. 

The other lawyer refers to the present system 
of circulating petitions as ‘‘a joke,” and adds that 
he thinks it should be changed. This is an 
enlightened comment on public policy, but not 
much of an argument for his client. 

After Chairman Barrett of the Election Board 
had heard these preposterous arguments, he re- 


_ marked that “as an individual, I’d like to see the 


board appointed by the Mayor.” That, of course, 
is the change indicated by the petition scandal 
~—adoption of a system whereby the Mayor would 
appoint board members from lists drawn up by 
a panel of outstanding citizens, and the voters 
would pass on their records two years later. Be- 
fore that plan can be adopted, however, the city 
must go through the boondoggling inquiry into 
the fake names, and the farcical election of 
April 3.

Floyd Reéves looks a little 
out of context in the richly 
echolastic atmosphere of the 
University of Chicago's Quad- 
rangle Club. He looks like no- 
body of any importance, with 
his countryman’s slight stoop 
and his countrymanh’s plain red 
face; but he is one of the men 
who matter to the Missouri 
Valley. 

Dr. Reeves is a brilliant au- 
thority on education and ad- 
ministration. 
the Tennessee Valley, where he 
was the first director of per- 
gonnel of TVA, and the Mis- 
souri Valley, where he was 
born and where he lived for 30 
years on a South Dakota ranch, 
He knows the Missouri Valley, 
to6, from the peculiar vantage 
point of Chicago, which, be- 
cause of its massive influence 
upon livestock and grain, is one 
of the six outside cities that 
shape most strongly the course 
of life in the valley.

He saw, on his father’s own 
ranch, what happened when 
farming edged out livestock- 
raising, when ranchers were 
forced to take to it, too—the 
destruction of the grass by the 
plow, the destruction of the 
loosened land by the wind.

“Since 1930,” he says, “there 
has been, from this region, one 
of the greatest migrations in 
history.

“We don’t want those people 
to go back. We want to ease 
the pressure of population upon 
the land. There’s no use to talk 
about expanding food produc- 
tion very much, for we've pro- 
duced tne greatest food crop 
in history with 1,000,000 fewer 
adult farm workers than we 
had in 1940.” 


Industrialization? Surely. It 
is a big prospect. But Dr. 
Reeves believes it will also be a 
slow one—a very slow one. He 
does not believe it can be 
brought about anything like 
quickly enough for populations 
returning from the armed serv- 
ices and war industry to rely 
upon it.

Can TVA Be Blueprint for World?

British magazine examines it as pattern for Danube, Nile, Ganges 
or Yangtze, and concludes plan is employable only in region where 
of industrial revolution has already taken place; political and economic 
conditions favorable in Western Europe but not in Balkans, it says.

Eleven years ago a great experiment be- 
gan in the Tennessee Valley of the United 
States. It was an attempt to improve the 
standard of life in a single geographic 
region by the systematic and unified devel- 
opment of its resources, 


The scale of the project was immense— 
even by American standards—and a decade 
of spadework and hard pionéering, though 
attended by spectacular successes, has 
served chiefly to reveal the size of the tasks 
still to be accomplished, — 

In this article the TVA is examined for 
its value as a pattern for international ap- 
plication. 


Area Was Potentially Wealthy 


In 1933 the valley was backward by al- 
most every social and economic standard. 
The population was predominantly rural 
(76.6 per cent) and the gross value of its 
farm products per head, $154, compared 
very unfavorably with $362 for the United 
States ag a whole. Standards of nutrition, 
housing, health and education were ¢x- 
tremely low. 


The natural capital of the fegion Was 
untapped and unharnessed and was wasting 
rapidly, 

The valley was then typical of all indus- 
trially undeveloped but potentially wealthy 
areas. Its condition could be matched in 
the valleys of the Yangtze, Jordan, Danube, 
Nile and Ganges, in the valleys of hun- 
dreds of lesser rivers in all parts of the 
world. 


By 1944, the valley had been revitalized. 
Today the people of the valley are sup- 
ported in their labors by an annual output 
of 12,000 million kilowatt hours of elec 
tricity. 

This new power makes all else possible 
~—new methods of farming, new extractive 
and constructive industries, new systems 
of transport, new standards of domestic 
life. 

It is not surprising that ite success has 
encouraged many people to believe in the 
TVA as a blueprint for universal adoption. 

This belief is obviously attractive and 
warrants the most careful scrutiny. 


The TVA has undertaken an intensive 
development plan in a country already de- 
veloped extensively. Its scheme builds and 
draws on the resources of a country alréady 
highly industrialized—a country where skill 
and enterprise, commerce and finance have 
advanced far beyond the primitive levels 
reached in most areas of the world await- 
ing development. 


Contrast With Danube 


To be successful, any TVA launched upon 
such regions as the Yangtzé or Danube 
valleys would have to be preceded or ac 
companied by industrial revolution. 

The main effort of TVA ig the genera- 
tion of electricity. But electricity by itself, 
without the machines to be driven by it, 
is of little use. 

Marked differences in standards of eco- 
nomic development and prosperity between 
the regions of a single geographic or polit- 
ical entity are traditional causes of friction 
and unrest. 

The Tennessee valley scheme is an at- 
tempt to remove inferiority by leveling-up 
to a common standard, A TVA for the 
Danube might well have the opposite effect.

The more remote regions might find them- 
selves relatively worse off. 

For thesé réasons, a plan commensurable 
in scope with that of the TVA but applied 
to an area as backward as the Balkans 
would prove a much larger and a much 
more expensive and difficult undertaking. 


But the political difficulties that would 


face an international TVA would be much °* 


more formidable than these technical ob- 
stacles. 
River valleys, historically the cradles of 
civilization, have attracted peoples of very 
different outlook, custom and belief. In 
such areas, racial, cultural and religious 
passions are very strong. It would be an 
almost impossible task to impose a plan 
of economic and social betterment on po 
litical foundations so shifting and confused. 


The TVA was able to find a solution to 
the problem of conflicting state interests 
because it had the support of the Federal 
Government with complete authority over 
navigable rivers and interstate commerce, 
But an international TVA would lack that 
necessary authority. P 

It would seem that a solution of the 
political problem is a necessary preliminary 
to the successful launching of any interna- 
— development scheme on the TVA 
scale, 


Where TVA Example Would Fit 


Who would finance an international 
TVA? It would be a task of immense 
difficulty. 


The conception of an international TVA, 
so attractive to every planner, and certainly 
an ideal to be pursued and retained, is 
hedged about with difficulties. And they 
are difficulties for which man has not so 
far been able to find satisfactory solutions. 


The example of TVA should be followed 
wherever conditions are equally favorable. 
There are areas in Western Europe and 
elsewhere in urgent need of similar treat- 
ment—Wales and the Scottish Lowlands 
are examples in Britain. 

But the view that a settlement of Balkan 
political differences would be facilitated by 
the super-imposition of a development au- 
thority is attractive but fallacious. The 
contrary is nearer the truth. 


Only when the political problem has been 
solved, and there is a firmly based govern- 
ment over the whole of an area, can far- 
reaching pr s of economic develop- 
ment be safely launched, 


BUT WHY KEEP IT SECRET?

The American Bankers’ Association has 
a “secret weapon” on which it is counting 
to preserve and revitalize the American 
way of private initiative and personal free- 
dom and independence. 

Warren Randolph Burgess of the Na- 
tional City Bank, president of the associa- 
tion, révealed it in a recent address at 
Memphis. Like most powerful things, it 
is simple: “We will ask nothing of gov- 
ernment that is not in the public interest.” 

Mr. Burgess offered this “secret weapon” 
for use by all who are interested in the 
vitality of the American way. 

If all of us stick to “asking nothing of 
government that is not in the public in- 
terest,” neither business, farmers, profes- 
sional men nor labor will suffer from the 
stifling oppression of too much government, 


Scandal Among the Bibliophiles 
In Faking of Old Books Exposed 


“Letters of Thomas J. Wise to Jotm Henry Wrean.* 
Edited by Fannie E. Ratchford, (Alfred A. 
Kaept, New York.) 

This book is a disclosure of bibliograph- 
ical skulduggery. Thomas J. Wise was 
England’s most famous bibliophile and 
rarée-book collector. He built the Ashley 
Library, now in the possession of the 
British Museum, into what was the finest 
private library in existence. America is 
indebted to him for the almost equally good 
library collected by John Henry Wrenn of 
Chicago, a library now owned by the Uni 
versity of Texas. 

From the time of their first meeting. 
in 1896, until the very day of Wrenn's 
death, Wise wrote him hundreds of letters 
about his purchases of the volumes that 
now make the two libraries so valuable. 
Yet, during the years of his service as in- 
formal agent, Wise foisted off on Wrenn 
editions printed under his supervision with 
forged imprints to indicate that they were 
hitherto undiscovered first editions,

Some of the* were suspected in the 
early years of t.iis century, but there was 
no hint of Wise’s guilt until, in 1934, John 
Carter and Graham Pollard published a 
book in which they established, beyond 
cavil, the dishonest fabrication of these 
books. They did not specifically accuse 
Wise, then 75 years old, of being the fab- 
ricator, but their implications were clear. 
Wise’s feeble efforts at defense served 
merely to corroborate their innuendoes. 

In the Wrenn Library are hundreds of 
Wise's letters to Wrenn, which Wise re- 
fused to allow to be published until after 
his death. He died in 1937, and now Fannie 
E. Ratchford has edited the letters and 
made more thorough atudy of the forgeries. 

Her investigationg have led to even more 
shocking revelations than those of 1934. 
She produces evidence “involving in the 
guilt H. Buxton Forman and Sir Edmund 
Gosse, distinguished men of letters.” Sir 
Edmund Gosse, House of Lords librarian 
and one of Engiand’s distinguished 
scholars, and H. Buxton Ferman, the great 
Shelley scholar, were so prominent that 
their involvement raises the scandal te a 
national shame. 


Ag one reads these letters of Wise and 
ponders on the motive that could have 
seduced three prominent men into shoddy 
and dishonest practices, he finds many as 
aumptions shaken, The reward, a few 
thousand dollars, could not compensate for 
the risk or what should, at least, have been 
the sense of guilt. Perhaps the motive wae 
a combination of collector's mania and «a 
distorted sense of daring. Perhaps they 
felt it “fun” to see what could be put over 
on naive collectors, especially in America, 

But the reader’s reaction to Thomas J. 
Wise, by far the most guilty, is different. 
His letters to his victim, Wrenn, are filled 
with fulsome expressions of friendship. He 
shows a creative imagination of consider- 
able scope in the care with which he builds 
up accounts of non-existent people from 
whom he says he bought the books, and 
he is apparently scrupulous in keeping the 
accounts accurate to the last shilling. An 
honest man can perhaps understand the 
motives of a crook; but he cannot under 
stand how one could write such letters as 
these without loathing himself.

At This Late Hour

: 
N this very late hour—much later than anyone would think from 
reading the military commentators on the European war—it is 
time to-think, and to think in the clearest, most tough-minded 


way, for if we don’t, we are going to be greatly surprised. 


The German war is going to be 
over — in any minute to some 
weeks, The military situation on 
the Eastern front indicates it. 

Even if the German administra- 
tion still were intact, and had the 
Joyal following of army, leaders 
and people, the German military 
case would be hopeless. There are 
mo reserves: man power is ex- 
hausted, and with the capture by 
the Russians of Polish and Ger- 
man Upper Silesia, essential ma- 
terlal resources have vanished. 
Without these, it would be impos- 
sible to continue long to defend 
even the best-prepared fortifica- 
tions, and no such fortifications 


are in the path of the advancing 
Soviet armies, 


Panic Sweeps the Land. 


But the administration is not in- 
tact, and the civilian rear is in a 
complete state of demoralization. 
The communication system has 
ceased to function. The Move- 
ment of troops eastward has be- 
come almost impossible because 
the railroads are blocked by refu- 
gees. There are reports that the 
rationing system has broken down 
over large areas. 


Before the refugees began 
streaming from the East, there 
were some 13 million people who 
had been bombed out. The stream 
cannot be checked, because the 
Nazi propaganda for two years 
has continually warned the people 
that every German caught by the 
Russian armies will either be 
killed or deported to Siberia. There 
are reports of clashes between 
Volkssturm and SS troops. There 
are desertions from Nazi ranks, 
and even from the SS. 


The Deputy Mayor of Breslau, 
who must have been a high-rank- 
ing Nazi, has been ordered shot 
by Hitler. One of the inventors of 
the V-weapons, the robot bombs, 
the prominent scientist Prof. Hart- 
mann, has fled to Sweden and 
from there to Moscow—to join the 
Free German Committee and the 
Union of German Officers there. 

The German press makes no 
bones about it: Panic is sweeping 
from East to West, and the next 
eight days, it says, will be decisive. 


Demoralization Speech. 


There is no such thing as a de- 
feated army that can go on fight- 
ing in such a condition of national 
demoralization. When a totali- 
tarian state cracks, it is the 
Goetterdaemmerung—and that is 
the present Wagnerian scene, 

And after this—what? 

The German situation will not 
- be one that can be handled ac- 
cording to normal procedures. We 
must imagine that perhaps a third 
of the population within the pre- 
Hitler German borders will be liv- 
ing in improvised camps. To the 
already bombed out will be added 
the refugees from the East and 


deserting soldiers with no homes 


to go to or no possibility of reach- 
ing them, A figure of 20,000,000 
is conservative. 

This refugee population is mixed 
up from all parts of Germany 
with all its normal connections 
lost. Means of identification are 
destroyed under such conditions. 
In this inchoate mass, anyone, in- 
cluding the most fanatical Nazis, 
can disappear, 


Russians Have Program, 


To organize a government, in 
such a situation, by liberal or 
parliamentary means is impossi- 
ble. And, in spch a mess, to create 
any sort of civilian order by an 
AMG or a military occupation 
alone will be hopeless. There must 
be authority, police and organiza- 
tion. There must be persons who 
know Germany, and know where 
the sources of authority can be or- 
ganized. There must be a care- 
fully prepared program, ° 

It exists, But it is not an inter- 
Allied program. It is Soviet. 

The Russians know what they 
want. They have not waited until 
the war was over to prepare 
methodically for it. They have an 
authority for Germany, and a po- 
lice. Two hundred thousand pris- 
orers of war have been indoctri- 
nated and trained, together with 
officers. In the Free German 
Committee, but especially in the 
Union of German Officers, they 
have men whose names are known 
to every German, 


Gen, Von Seydlitz, the chief 
Brain Truster of the committee, 
bears a name honored in German 
military history since the days of 
Frederick the Great. His ancestor, 
another Gen. Von Seydlitz, was 
the man who won Upper Silesia 
for Prussia from the Austro-Hun- 
garian Empire. Gen. Von Seyd- 
litz is convinced that the future 
of Germany lies in hand-in-glove 
co-operation with the Soviet Union, 
and intends to carry out that pol- 
icy. 


A Joint Occupation. 


The Moscow agreement made 
and signed by Messrs. Hull, Molo- 
tov and Eden in October, 1943, 
contains this passage: 

“After the termination of hostili- 
ties, they will not employ their 
military forces within the terri- 
tories of other states, except for 
the purposes envisaged in this dec- 
laration and after joint consulta- 
tion.” 

This means and can only be in- 
terpreted to mean—in the frame- 
work of the rest of thé text— 
that the occupation should be a 
common task for common pur- 
poses and be commonly ended. But 
there is nothing in the agree- 
ment which concerns the German 
successors. 

If one power establishes in its 
region a real authority and possi- 
ble successor, and the others fail 
to do so, who will take over all of 
Germany when the occupation 
ends? And, for that matter, on 
whom will all the occupying au- 
thorities have to depend to over- 
come chaos?

LONDON. 


RIME MINISTER WINSTON CHURCHILL in his recent speech 


was entering its sixty-fifth month 


of the war. That goes a long way to explain the irritation and ten- 


sion that have echoed in recent sharp exchanges across the Atlantic. 


London is battered and weary. 
Life is a struggle for almost every- 
one. You have to stand in line 
for wnevtibes ‘You have to fill 


out forms, and then you’re lucky 
if you get even common neces- 
sities. 

We in America, with our secur- 
ity and relative plenty, can hardly 
understand what the long, dreary 
continuity of war means to the 
British people. Small irritations 
pile on top of gnawing fears and 
uncertainties, 


Utter Weariness. 


Even to those of us who have 
been here before in wartime, such 
small details as dried eggs come 
as an unpleasant surprise. They 
have the consistency of wet saw- 
dust, yet seem always to taste 
somewhat dry. The British diet, 
always monotonous, now has fall- 
en to a dead level of stale weari- 
ness. Only in half a dozen luxury 
hotels, mostly inhabited by foreign 
dignitaries, is there anything ap- 
proaching the variety the average 
American takes for granted. 

Hospitals are painfully over- 
crowded. I just visited a large 
public hospital in Southern Eng- 
land which has many victims of 
blitz and V-bombs. The narrow 
cots are crowded so closely to- 
gether that it is difficult to move 
between them. Some patients have 
been in the same ward for four 
years, ever since receiving in- 
juries in the Battle of Britain. 

It was against this background 
that the conviction the war would 
be ended before Christmas took a 
deep hold among people generally. 
It came not so much out of what 
any official source said, or even 
in the optimism engendered by 
the sweep across France, as in 
the profound longing and hope 
that had its origin in the heart 
and in the pit of the stomach, 


Hopes Were Shattered. 


True, some official encourage- 
ment was given this view, just as 
in America optimistic statements 
about the future helped spnead the 
false belief that the war was 
nearly ended. Here, plang for de- 
mobilization were well advanced 
and wives who had not seen their 
husbands for three or four years 
began to look forward to the pe- 
riod of reunion. 

Then came. Von Rundstedt’s of- 
fensive. It was a bitter blow. It 
shattered all the hopes that had | 


begun to grow. The end of the 
war seemed farther off than ever. 

The Greek mess, on top of all 
this, seemed like the last straw. 
A great many Britishers, probably 
more proportionately than in 
America, were aroused by what at 
the time seemed like an effort to 
suppress the forces of liberation 
and democracy. But scoldings 
from America, as cabled across 
the Atlantic, served chiefly to stir 
irritation and annoyance. 

It seemed that Americans were 
falling into the familiar pre-war 
role of uttering noble preachments 
while sitting aloofly 3000 miles 
away from all the trouble, That 
was indeed the straw that broke 
the back of the British camel. 

I have always marveled at the 
patience of the ordinary Britisher, 
the man in the street. More than 
ever I marvel at it today. 

As early darkness closes in, you 
see long lines standing in the 
rain, snow and damp gray cold, 
waiting for homeward busses. The 
present dimout, with street lights 
permitted to shine faintly, is not 
quite so oppressive as the five- 
year blackout, yet it’s far from the 
cheerfulness anticipated in the 
scng about “When the Lights Go 
on Again.” There have been many 
complaints that the dimout makes 
for more street accidents than 
in the blackout, when pedestrians 
and motorists exercised utmost 
caution, 


Stubborn Determination. 


At the very time when most 


Britishers had thought they would 
be celebrating the end of the 
war, new rationing restrictions are 
being applied. An announcement 
was made recently that clothing 
coupons would be greatly reduced 
in value for the coming year, and 
potatoes may soon be rationed. 
Sometimes it seems that small 
things count for more than the 
large. One of the bitterest dis- 
appointments before Christmas 
was that toys were exorbitantly 
priced, since they had not not 
come under price control, and 
they were so flimsy as to be al- 
most worthless. A whole genera- 
tion of British children has grown 
up without the familiar tricycles 
and bicycles. 
he mood~-today seems to be 
oné not so much of irritation as 
of stubborn, dogged determina- 
tion. The British are going to see 
this through no matter how long 
it takes. The Germans should 
have no illusions about that, 


BRALOWSKY PLEASE 
QVERFLOW AUDIENCE 


Pianist’s Program Is Mostly 
of 19th Century Music 
With Accent on Chopin.

Alexander Brailowsky, the Rus- 
sian pianist, returned to St. Louis 
after a number of years to give a 


recital in the Kiel Auditorium 
last night. The concert was the 
third of the season in the Civic 
Music League series and attract- 
ed the usual overflow audience. 

With the exception of the two 
opening numbers, Mr. Brailow- 
sky’s program was composed en- 
tirely of nineteenth century music 
with a strong accent on Chopin. 
It was a fortunate selection, for 
while the program would have 
had a better balance if it had con- 
tained an important classic son- 
ata, the personalized romantic 
music was obviously very con- 
genial to Mr. Brailowsky. Schu- 
mann’s Symphonic Etudes had an 
ever-widening expansiveness pe- 
culiarly appropriate to the ele- 
vated character of the material 
and Rachmaninoff’s G-major 
Prelude he,gl a similar emotional 
propulsion, 

Indeed it was the strong poetic 
feeling in all of Mr. Brailowsky’s 
performance which gave it a spe- 
cial distinction, for it was all ex- 
pressed without resort to exag- 
gerated rubato or any other dis- 
tortions of the line. In brief, it 
had sentiment without sentimen- 
tality. 

His Chopin group could serve 
as a model for all, student and 
layman alike. The delicacy of the 
“Impromptu Fantasy,” the lyrical 
reflectiveness of the F-sharp 
Major Nocturne, the brilliance of 
the E-flat Major Waltz and the 
stirring martial poetry of the A- 
flat Major Polonaise were all 
highly romantic but wholly honest 
and unaffected. 

At the conclusion of his final 
group which included numbers by 
Debussy, Faure and Liszt, Mr. 
Brailowsky came back to the plat- 
form many times, playing five or 
six encores in all.

All this she accomplished in two 
and a half hours flat. Then a 
Government automobile whirled 
up to the White House from which 
Mrs. Roosevelt broadcast’. the 
President’s birthday message to 
the nation. 

The chief executive took no per- 
sonal part in this year’s birthday 
festivities. War tasks required 
all his attention. His whereabouts 
was not disclosed. Missing from 
the festivities also was Mrs. Anna 
Roosevelt Boettiger, daughter of 
the President and Mrs. Roosevelt. 

“Tonight,” the President said in 
his message “we are able to re- 
port that because of your co- 
operation the very best in medical 
care and treatment has been as- 
sured for everyone . , . stricken 
by this disease.

EDUCATORS FOR DELAY 


Want Action Put Off Till 
War Ends—Cite Example 
of Prohibition. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 31 (AP).— 
Twelve university presidents have 
asked President Roosevelt to de- 
lay consideration of the “highly 
controversial question” of univer- 
sal postwar military training “at 
least until complete victory over 
Germany is achieved.” 

“We suggest that experience 
with the prohibition amendment 


indicates the unwisdom of at- 
tempting to determine long-run 
revolutionary policies in war- 
time,” they said in a letter made 
public yesterday. 

Noting in the letter, dated Jan. 
24, that President Roosevelt had 
told Congress he was convinced of 
the necessity for universal train- 
ing after the war and intended to 
send a special message dealing 
with the subject, the educators 
said: ‘ 

“A continuing program of pub- 
lic education ag to the require- 
ments of national defense is cer- 
tainly in order; but we challenge 
the necessity of urging the Amer- 
ican people to act under the ten- 
sions of war psychology in order 
to bring them to a decision which, 
it is said, they would not reach 
under more normal conditions.”

conspirators but were not charged 
with any crime, The indictment 
charges Stemmer and Rosen with 
a misdemeanor, the penalty for 
which is a maximum of five years 
in prison and $1000 fine. 

Officials of Brooklyn College 
said its faculty-student athletic 
committee, of which Leder is a 
member, would meet tomorrow 
morning to decide what action the 
school mikht take against the five 
players. Leder also is president of 
the College Men’s Athietic Asso- 
ciation.

Congress failed

Chairman Sir Cecil Hurst re- 
signed as British representative 
because he could not get his gov- 
ernment to take a stand on the 
punishment question. 

Lord Wright, Australian repre- 
sentative, was elected chairman of 
the commission today. 

In reply to a question concern- 
ing the resignation of Hurst and 
Pell's withdrawal, an official of 
the commission said there was no 
serious disagreement among mem- 
bers and that there was “no chance 
of the commission disbanding.” 

The official said examination of 
newly-arrived evidence was giving 
the War Crimes Commission “one 
of its busiest weeks.” 

Law rejected a suggestion that 
immediate Russian aid be invoked 
in behalf of British prisoners held 
by Japan, 

Conservative Sir Wavell Wake- 
field declared there was “a wide- 
spread belief in the United States 
that as soon as hostilities cease 
in Europe, Britain will leave the 
United States to fight out the Jap- 
anese war.” 

“Powerful British forces already 
are engaged against the Japa- 
nese,” Law rejoined. “These 
forces will be increased when the 
war in Europe comes to an end 
and I cannot agree that there is 
a widespread belief to the con- 
trary in the United States.” 

Lady Nancy Astor termed the 
reports mentioned by Wakefield 
“isolationist propaganda.” The Vir- 
ginia-born member said “it is just 
as important for Great Britain as 
it is for the United States” to see 
the Pacific war successfully con- 
cluded,

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U.S. SEIZES WOMAN'S 
TAX OFFICE FOR TAXES 


Claims Operator Making Re- 
turns for Others Hasn’t 
Paid Her Own. 


Mrs. Edna E. Pooten, who oper- 
ates an office for thé purpose of 
making out income tax returns at 
4919 Delmar boulevard, herself 
owes the Government $1459, it is 
charged by the United States De- 
partment of Ihtemal Revenue 
which yesterday seized her office 
fixtures, books and records under 
a warrant of distraint. 

Funds due the Federal Govern- 
ment by Mrs. Booten include $100 
personal income tax for the years 
1943 and 1944, $900 on withholding 
taxes on her employes, $300 on so- 
cial security taxes on her em- 
ployes and penalties and interest, 
according to Harry Weil, deputy 
internal revenue collector. Wiel 
said his office had tried for six or 
eight months to collect these 
amounts and had been told by 
Mrs. Booten that she had no 
funds available to pay her taxes. 

Yesterday, however, after the 
warrant of distraint was issued, 
Weil said Mrs. Booten came to his 
office to complain of this action 
and stated that it was “worse 
than the Montgomery Ward case,” 
and that she had been advised by 
her tax experts that she did not 
need to pay the taxes on her em- 
ployes, which number from one to 
five, depending on the time of 

ear, 


In addition to the seizure of her 
office fixtures and records, the 
internal revenue department ob- 
tained a lien on Mrs. Booten’s 
bank account. Fixtures seized 
will be sold at auction Feb. 13 
unless her taxes are paid before 
that date, Weil said. 

Mrs. Booten also has been in the 
real estate business but last Oct. 
12 her license was suspended for 
90 days by the Missouri Real Es- 
tate Commission, according to Eu- 
gene D, Ruth of St. Louis, chair- 
man. Ruth said the suspension 
followed a complaint by one of 
Mrs. Booten’s clients that she had 
prepared a contract not in con- 
formity with the oral agreement 
which the contract was to have 
reflected. She was eligible to have 
applied for a renewal of her li- 
cense Jan. 12, but did not do so. 

In April, 1943, Mrs. Booten was 
arrested after checks totaling 
$2011, representing income tax 
payments made by her in behalf 
of her clients, were returned to 
the internal revenue department 
from the bank marked “insuffi- 
cient funds.” She explained that 
an employe had made an error, 
and made restitution to the in- 
ternal revenue department,

the structure. Elaborate precau- 
tions have been taken against fire. 

Parking charges are: One hour 
25 cents; two hours, 35 cents; all 
day, 50 cents; all night, 75 cents. 
Average parking is a little more 
than two hours. Gross revenue 
last year was $369,663, for park- 
ing 985,768 cars—an average of 
2700 daily—and $190,680 for wash- 
ing, gasoline, oil and other serv- 
ice.

T was cold in Paris, there was no heat, no 
| warm water in our hotel, and we quickly 
learned that the trim uniforms that had been 
fitted in late summer at Saks’ Fifth Avenue in 
New York, wouldn't 

be sufficient in win- 

ter in cold, damp, 

muddy France. The 

low-cut dress shoes 

we had worn s0 

comfortably on 

Broadway were 

bathed in mud as 

we walked from the 

huge transport 

plane that carried 

us over the Atlan- 

tic. And when 

Frank Frisch, a 

cold-blooded fellow 


for all the umpires may Say, put on his favorite 
two sets of long, heavy underwear, tops and bot- 
toms, he couldn't pull his dandy officer’s blouse 
to within two inches-oef-Huttoning. We were a 
sloppy little band/of soldiers as we hurried up 
and waited around the Champs Elysees for three 
days. 

Special Service knew of our problem and gave 
us a list of things to buy at the Post Exchange. 
We were to get field shoes and canvas leggings; 
woolen trousers and sweaters, shirts and scads 
of heavy underwear. We realized a war was 
on when they gave us steel helmets. There was 
a difference of opinion about gas masks, It fi- 
nally was decided we'd better take them along. 
But the quartermaster didn’t have any. We 
didn't take any. And when they gave us leg- 
gings four sizes too large and trousers that 
dragged on the ground, we knew this was the 
Same army we had been in back in 1918.

THINGS MOVED quickly then. We were in- 
troduced to our driver, one Pvt. Al Klenk, who 
hailed from near Dayton, O., and early Thurs- 
day morning, Nov. 30, we left Paris in our con- 
verted weapons carrier, complete with trailer, 
and motored to Reims, 

IA, Col. Frank C. Schroeder, Special Service 
officer, met us en route. At long last, USO Camp 
Shows Unit 417 was ready for action. 

We met the Eighty-second Airborne at Sissone 
and Suippes, and the 10lst at Mourmelon and 
Chalons, and the days and nights spent with 
those carefree soldiers will remain sharp in our 
memory. Officers and enlisted men had volun- 
teered for that hazardous branch of the service. 
They all were a sort of mixture of Foreign Le- 
gion and Frank Merriwell, both of which, of 
course, we knew about only from books. But the 
Airborne troops were out of a book, and if there's 
one big assignment we wish we could have had 
and carried through, it would be to stay with 
and write the World War II story of the Eighty- 
second and the 10lst. No one person could cover 
the story, of course, but the anecdote phase alone 
would be a velume, 

A tour of the foxhole circuit will eliminate any 
last lingering idea that there's any glamour about 
war. But the Airborne find time to laugh while 
they’re fighting.

“THAT FELLOW tending bar there is Buck 
Dickson,” said Lt. Bob Burnes of the 10l1st. “He's 
a pistol. Attended seven colleges and universi- 
ties, played football for most of them. One of 
the original parachute jumpers. We were crouch- 
ing in a ditch in Holland when a bunch of Krauts 
clopped down the road toward us. We move 
silently as possible. They just clop. Well, Dick- 
son ¢an talk a little Heine, and when the Krauts 
got close enough, Buck stopped ’em. The pass 
word and countersign that day was ‘Doing well.’ 
It wasn’t the thing to do, of course, but Dickson 
whispered he was going to have some fun. So 
he called out ‘Doing.’ One of the Krauts came 
back with an inquiring ‘Vas?’ Buck got a laugh 
out of it and gave it to ’em again. ‘Doing.’ The 
Kraut came back with another ‘Vas?’, and then 
we let ’em have it,” and Burnes gave a very good 
imitation of machine-gun fire. 

“Another time we moved into a Heine installa- 
tion so quickly that they ran out with the tele 
phone ringing,” Burnes related. “Dickson an- 
swered the telephone and carried on a polite 
conversation with some high officer for several 
minutes. Buck got some valuable information 
out of the officer, and when he had all he could 
get or wanted, he swung into the damndest Heine 
swearing you ever heard. And did we get a 
laugh out of visualizing that Heine officer on 
the other end of the telephone getting the hell 
bawied out of him.” 
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WE MET Maj. Gen. Maxwell D. Taylor during 
our visit with the Airborne, and the anecdote- 
minded Lt. Burnes told us a story about him. 

“Gen, Taylor jumped with us in the invasion,” 
Burnes related. “You don’t go around calling 
officers by their name and rank in the darknéss 
and confusion of enemy country, and it had been 
arranged that instead of Maj. Gen, Taylor, he 
was to be identified as ‘Killer.’ Well, it so hap- 
pened that when he jumped, he landed with his 
parachute in an apple tree and got all tangled 
up. One of our soldiers saw the figure in the 
tree in the vague light of approaching dawn and 
challenged it. We ran into some lousy traps and 
we had learned to be cautious. That's how you 
live for a while longer. Anyhow, when the GI 
asked who the hell it was up in that tree, the 
tangled figure answered, according to pre-ar- 
rangement, that it was ‘The Killer.’ That didn't 
sound just right to the GI, who hadn’t been 
briefed on that detail, and he suggested that if 
the thing in the tree didn't come clean with a 
better story, things would happen. 

“This is your General, Gen. Taylor,’ the Killer 
quickly explained, and the GI changed his tune, 
too. ‘Pardon me, Sir,’ he said. ‘Just a moment, 
Sir, and we'll have you down, Sir, and pardon 
me, Sir, for being about to blow your bloody 
brains out, Sir.’”

HIS is a good, old-time corn- 
T starch pudding, dressed up in 

opera clothes, with an amber 
crunchy sweet topping as the high 
hat. The inclusion of egg is a 
hidden nutritional value, Pudding 
of this type must have the right 
consistency if it is to be thor- 
oughly enjoyed. Cornstarch packs 
and if it is measured packed there 
is the possibility of getting a pud- 
ding that is too stiff and without 
the desired typical delicacy. Stir 
thé starch up fluffy before meas- 
uring, then blend the starch thor- 
oughly with the sugar. There is 
very little expense involved in the 
making ofthis pudding, but it is a 
dessert that Americans by the tens 
of thousands have fond memories 
of. 


Vanilla Pudding With Crispy 
Topping. 

One-third cup sugar, one-fourth 
teaspoon salt, three tablespoons 
cornstarch, two cups milk, one 
egg, separated; one-half teaspoon 
vanilla. 


Combine .sugar, salt and corn- 
starch thoroughly in the top of a 
double boiler. Add the milk grad- 
ually and blend well. Cook over 
hot water, stirring until mixture 
is smooth and thick. Cover and 
cook for 15 minutes, remove from 
heat and pour hot mixture over 
slightly beaten egg yolk; then add 
the stiffly beaten egg white and 
mix well, Pour into individual 
serving dishes or large bowl, This 
pudding may be eaten warm or 
cold, Just before serving, sprinkle 
with crispy topping: 


One tablespoon butter, one and 
one-half tablespoon brown sugar, 
one-half cup cornflakes, two table- 
spoons chopped nuts, dash of salt. 
. Melt butter and blend in brown 
sugar. Cook until thick and 
smooth, stirring constantly. Stir 
in cornflakes, nuts and salt. Cool,

hot cooked oatmeal; whole wheat 
toast with jam. 


LUNCHEON: Creamed chipped 
beef and hard cooked eggs served 
over baked potatoes; sweet pickels;

bowl salad; French garlic bread; 
vanilla pudding with crispy top- 
ping. 

Spaghetti and Liver, 

Although liver and bacon may 
be one of your favorites, don’t for- 
get there are many other ways to 
cook and serve this highly fla- 
vored variety meat. Try this 
receipe and you'll agree that here’s 
a new favorite liver combination. 
Place one-fourth cup chopped 
onions, one pound cubed pork 
liver, one teaspoon salt, one-eighth 
teaspoon pepper, and one table- 
spoon chopped parsley in two 
tablespoons heated bacon fat and 
cook slowly, stirring occasionally 
for 10 minutes. Add one cup to- 
matoes and continue cooking 20 
minutes longer. Meanwhile cook 
one seven-ounce package spaghetti 
until tender in two quarts boiling 
salted water. Drain and arrange 
in a greased baking dish in alter- 
nate layers with other ingredients. 
Top with one-half cup grated 
cheese. Bake in a moderately hot 
oven (375 degrees) for 20 minutes.

‘Shots'---New 
Catch Phrase 
Of the Day 


Logan “Sw OO M.D. 


HE man in the street has got 

hold of a phrase to describe 

most of his medical experiences 
nowadays. I do not know whether 
he got it from his doctors or 
whether his doctors got it from 
him. I suspect he picked up part 
of what some doctor told him 
once and made it a current coin 
of speech. 

Like all the phrases the man in 
the street makes his own, it is 
very graphic and apt, and like all 
his phrases its very aptness gives 
him a somewhat false sense of 
optimism about the success of the 
procedure it describes. 

At any rate, he goes to doctors 
and he gets “some shots.” He gets 
them for everything, it seems to 
me. Every third person in my 
neighborhood is_ getting “told 
shots.” A friend of mine in Cali- 
fornia contracted poison oak and 
“went and got some shots.” One of 
my very young relatives is “get- 
ting shots” to make him grow. My 
mail is full of inquiries as to what 
I think of “shots” for everything 
from falling and graying hair to 
pimples. Doesn’t anybody give a 
plain, old-fashioned prescription 
any more—to be taken “three 
times a day before meals in a 
little water’?

NOT that I object, you under- 
stand. Oh, I may feel some slight 
sense of indignity to the memory 
of Francis Rynd of the Meath 
Hospital, Dublin, who in 1861 in- 
vented that noble medical instru- 
ment, the hypodermic syringe. 
The procedure used to be called 
“a hypodermic injection,” then it 
became “hypos” and now “shots.” 


The hypodermic injection was - 


used in Francis Rynd’s day for pa- 
tients who couldn’t hold any med- 
icine on their stomachs, or for 
rapid action. Then there were in- 
troduced into medical science some 
substances that could not be given 
by mouth because they were de- 
stroyed by the stomach juices. The 
first of these and still one of the 
most useful was diphtheria anti- 
toxin. Then came _ typhoid vac- 
cine. Then insulin for diabetes. 
And latest penicillin. 

All this is perfectly legitimate, 
but the curious thing is that the 
medica] profession more highly 
prizes the substances—new inven- 
tions—that can be absorbed by 
mouth, such as liver extract for 
anemia, and the sulf drugs. There 
are literally hundreds of doctors 
today experimenting to try to find 
an insulin that can be taken by 
mouth. Think what a boon it would 
be to the millions of diabetic pa- 
tients who have to take a hypo- 
dermic injection every day. 

In general, the absorption of a 
medicinal substance when taken 
by mouth is more gradual and 
complete than when taken by hy- 
podermic or into the blood stream. 
Less is wasted and the effect lasts 
longer.

ONE ADVANTAGE of the use 
of “shots” to the doctor is that the 
patient has to keep coming and 
the doctor has a better chance to 
observe and control him, But what 
a waste of time! 

As to the relative value of the 
manifold varieties of “shots” that 
are given nowadays, I do not be- 
lieve I wish to put my opinion on 
record at the present fateful mo- 
ment in the world’s history. As I 
have indicated -above there are 
legitimate reasons for using them. 
They seem to be particularly fre- 
quently used in the three most ac- 
tive fields of recent medical re- 
search—allergy, endocrine glands 
and vitamins. 

We used to have a bishop who, 
every time i heard him preach, 
managed to drag in the quota- 
tion— 

“T shot an arrow into the air 

It fell to the earth I knew not 

where.” 


Many of these medical shots 


land in equally vague territory, 


M. A.: What causes the left ear 
to keep ringing?

H. M. W.: What causes facial 
neuralgia, the variety known as 
tic douloureaux? What causes the 
patient to hear a ticking sound 
around the ear just as distinct as 
if a watch were there? 

Answer: The trifacial, or sen- 
sory, nerve to the skin of the face, 
teeth, etc.; arises from a ganglion 
—the Gasserion ganglion—which 
is affected like hardening of the 
arteries in some cases and de- 
generates, causing pain in all 
branches of the nerve. One branch 
goes to the ear drum, causing the 
ticking you describe.

age of ammunition at times and 
occasionally we were rationed, 
That was the situation one day 
when we were pushing the Krauts 
back in Holland but had been 
halted temporarily. We were in 
a position with 32 guns behind us, 
and we were supposed to use our 
shells judiciously to blast out 
Heine gun positions when they 
were spotted. But we were sore- 
ly tempted.

So you see this is a lengthy 
celebration. Yet the results in 
dimes and dollars accomplish so 
much that we all feel repaid for 
whatever we have been able to 
do. 

IN SPEAKING of the play, 
“Dear Ruth,” yesterday, I forgot 
to mention that it was directed 
by Mogg Hart, and that he came 
down with the cast, much to my 
pleasure. When he appeared at 
the door, however, he was a 
bearded gentleman in a USO uni- 
form, and for a minute I did not 
recognize him. Then it dawned 
upon me who he was, and he ex- 
plained that he was just back 
from a trip on a flat-top. In 
fact, for five months Mr. Hart 
has been entertaining troops in 
different parts of the world, and 
now he is about to start for an- 
other war area to play in “The 
Man Who Came to Dinner.” 

I am filled with admiration for 
what these artists do. Trips such 
as they take are exhausting and 
dangerous. But their reward 
lies in the best audiences any 
artists have ever had, and that 
seems to be sufficient recompense.

Perhaps North should have been 
satisfied to let the opponents make 
five diamonds (as it certainly ap- 
peared they would), but he natur- 
ally thought that South had a long 
club suit for his bid at the three 
level and that even a six club sac- 
rifice should be cheap. 

There was. no such “perhaps” 
about South’s bidding! His three 
club call was nothing short of 
horrible, and in a tactical sense 
his failure to double five diamonds, 
before North had the chance to go 
astray, was just as bad. It was 
probably his own sense of guilt 
concerning the lightness of his 
three club bid that made him sud- 
denly go “conservative” on the 
next round, but actually there was 
no connection between his bid and 

the question of whether he should 

double five diamonds. He had two 
aces that were sure to win tricks, 
and North had bid five clubs over 
four diamonds. Wasn't it reason- 
able to hope that North could take 
one trick? 

Having failed in his duty during 
the bidding, South made hash of 
the play at six clubs and suffered 
the incredible penalty of 1100 
points.
